Baden, Sept. 30, 
HE General Diet of the Cantons was 
open’d yefterday: The French Ambaf- 
fador, who came hither with a {mall 
Retinue the day before, deliver’d a Me- 
morial to the Deputys of Zurich, im- 
porting that he was ready to give them fuch an Af 


france as they themfelves had demanded for the 


Security of their Frontiers, provided the Imperial 
Ambaflador would do the like on his fide. That 
his Mafter, (being inform’d of the Emperor's having 
broken off the Hereditary Alliance with the Can- 
tons) had commanded him to propofe a ftricter Al- 
liance betwixt his rpg | and the Cantons, which 
fhould be very much to the advantage of the Swifs 
Troops that are in the Service of France, and the 
Commerce between the Republick and that King- 
dom ; and that he expected Inftructions daily from 
the Court of France to enter upon the Negotiation 
of that Affair, either with the whole Helvetick Bo- 
dy, or with any of the Cantons apart ; leaving it to 
the reft to come into the fame Alliance when they 
fhould think fit. Which Offer of the French Am- 
baflador may occafion new Divifions among the 
Swifs. The Imperial Ambaffador is expected here 
to day or to morrow. In all appearance the Catho- 
lick Cantons have determin’d in favour of the King 
of Spain; burt the Refolution of the Diet of the 
Empire to declare War againft France and the Duke 
of Anjou, with all their Adherents, may make fome 
impredion on them to his difadvantage. 


From the Paris Gazette, Dated Octob. 7. 


Hamburg, Sept.25. We have advice that the Land- 
grave of Heffe Caffel has put a Garrifon into Werzlar, 
an Imperial City, which lies upon the Confines of 
his Dominions ; on pretence of preventing others 
from poffeffing themfelves of it, and for preferving 
the Acts and Papers of the Imperial Chamber, 
which have been brought thither from Spires. 

Rome, Sept. 12. On the 9th the Duke d’ Uzeda 
Ambaffador of Spain had Audience of the Pope, 
and prefented him a Letter by which his Catholick 
Majelty gave his Confent for the filling up the va- 
cant Bifhopricks in the Kingdom of Naples, accord- 
ing to a Project that had formerly been propos’d, 
viz. That the new Bifhops fhould take poffeffion in 
the name of the Apoftolick Chamber, till the prin- 
cipal Points relating to the folemn Invefticure of the 
Kingdoms of ‘Naples and Sicily are adjufted. 
The Ambaffador of enice has communicated to 
the Pope the Refolution taken by the Senate to con- 
fer onhis Brother Horatio Albano and all his Family 
the Dignity of Noblemen of Venice ; and his Ho- 
linefs has permitted them to accept of that Honour, 
it being reprefented to him that the Relations of the 


Popes his Predeceffors have been complimented. in 
the like manner. They write from Naples of thé 
6th that a Quarrel happening between fome French 
and Spanith Soldiers, the former finding themfelves 
overmatch’d, retir’d into the Houfe of the French 
Conful. Two Officers that came thither acciden- 
tally, inftead of calling ‘off the Spaniards, put them- 
felves at their head, and entred into the Conful’s 
Houfe ; but this Diforder was appeas’d by the Pru- 
dence of the French Officers, who would not fuffer 
their Soldiers to take part in the Quarrel of a few 
private Perfons. The Duke of Efcalona Viceroy 
of Naples fent the two Officers to prifon, and con- 
demn’d fome of the Soldiers that were moft in fault 
to be fhot to death. The Abbot de la Tremoille 
Auditor of the Rota, the Marquefs d’ Avery, and 
the Conful, waited on the Viceroy to beg a Pardon 
for them; but he anfwer'd them, that ail he could 
do was to order Execution to be defer'd, till he had 
receiv'd pofitive Orders from the King of Spain, to 
whom he has written about it. 


Plymouth, O&. 6. Yefterday came in the Friend- 
fhip of London Nicholas Chinn Mafter frdm Mon- 
ferrat, and the Martha and Mary of London Robert 
Orrock Mafter, from Oporto. The William and 
Maty of London brought in a French Ship of about 
90 Tunns ftom Newfoundland. 


Bath, Octob. 6. A great number of Perfons comi-

"tis advis’d that the Proteftants in the Sevennes in 
Languedoc having fuffer’d intolerable Hatdfhips and 
Cruelties, and being thereby become defpetate, and 
no longer able to bear the Infults and Barbarities of 
their Perfecutors, (efpecially of the Marquefs de St. 
Cofme, one of the New Converts) 7oo of them 
rofe in a Body.and marched to Niftnes, where they 
put the faid Marquefs .and his Fantily, with abour 
80 other Perfons to the Sword ; and are retired to 
the Mountains, where they muft be ftarv’d ; or if 
they quit that Sanctuary, are ta expect no Mercy. —
